‘To THE EDITOR OF THE “ DAILY PRESB.” 
Sali a . ‘6th, June. 
91n,—Much hos beon ssid and written. about 
plague, but, so far, no one hus ever enough 
courage to say, definitely how this, drendful 
dinenac originated. =, i 
Prior to 1890, we had no plague—not even 
tho troublesome mosqniteos—and we could sleep 
anywhere in the honse withont the neceneity of 
being shut up in e enrtain ; but since the intro- 
duction of the, "improved" drainage system 
these mosquitoes have not only becomeannoying 
at night, but also come out and attack people 
in the. day-time. The sinking. wella of our 
“improved” drains are in. fact the breeding- 
holes of these insects, and heaven knows if those 
holes do not also breed plague, Rate live in 
the drains, and they are tho first to contract the 
plague as soon-as the horrible disaase.is in’ 
veason. This accounts for the wholesale death 
among the rats, anil proves that the plague owes 
ite existunca to those stink-pots, or what they 
call sinking wells, . When's rat is attacked hy 
the disease, it comes ont and dies in’ the house 
and transplants the. plague-germs to the in- 
mates. . Whenever a dead rat is found in a 
house, unless the ovcupants ‘clear ont at -once, 
some one in-that house is sure..te contract the 
plague—generally a servant of the family, sinco 
(1). servants’ quarters axe aso rule located at 
the buck of the houses in the immediate vicinity 
of which dead rats (if there sre.any) aro 
usnally -found, und (2) when a dead rat is 
found the duty to remove it naturally falls 
on the servant. ‘This clearly. shows that dead 
rats are tho trapsmitting ogents. of - plagao- 
germs, It may be argued that-.when the 
epidemic made its first appoarance in Hongkong 
ju 1804, it chiefly. confined itself to Taipingshan, 
so bow was it that other parts of the town 
all the: drains were of the . same 
“improvet” type were comparatively free of 
the disease? It should be remembered that. 
Taipingshan was the dirtiest spot on the ialand, 
snd was also most thickly populated. it 
follows, thorefore, that the draing in that 
particular locality were tho first “to become 
choked and get out of order, snd that was the 
EdenJike garden of the plague, Macao has 
not adopted this “Finproved ”, drainage system, 
yet it was quite free of. plague throughout 
1894, and thousands of people from Hongkong, 
includinyy the writer, flocked to her for “ safe 
Satedst and regarded her es a paradixe of 
h “th. Of course, she now suftera all. the 
pune, but I think sho should thank Hongkong 
for it. It was said that plagae originated 
in Canton, and. came -to Hongkong in. 1894, 
but thiy is nothing but.an excuse, How is it 
that it did not yo to Macao? Considering 
her geographical position ehe should have heen 
infected before Ho. gkong was,if-the statement 
that plague was introduced from. Canton: is 
anything, ‘There. ix not the shadow of * 
doubt that the “improved.” dréinage systenr i: 
responsible for the’ plague, and. the seorier it 
is done away with the better. way 
So muoh about the origin of plague. Now 
comes’ another question which ~ should 
angage the, serious attention of the medical 
men, When s pationt’ is discovered. he is 
removed tothe hospital for treatment cal} 
it experiment, since no foctors can say posi 
tively how a plague-patient shonld: be treated. 
There is no known remedy. : It will; therefore, 
be much better and more humane to'allow the 
unfortunate victim -to try his own method of 
doctoring. The way how a pationt 1s removed 
from his or, her lonse"is sometimes: most heart- 
rending. For instance, & gith-is forced into 
the ambulance orylng-and yelling for her mother, 
and carried off ‘to « strange. plive miles away. 
from her home: The* shock: she receives is 
enough to kill her on. the spot. Asto grown- 
up pedple the sight of the anibulanice slone will, 
more or less; hasten & san's death; as he knows 
only teo well: thet ho is suffering from: plague: 
and is being carried away to-die... 
Supposing a man id Jaid-up witha high fover 
and calls in his medical: adviser. Ho finds that 
his patient is enffering from a fatal disease, for 
which there is not-mueh: chance. of recovery: 
Wonld he ¢ell him stréight ‘that bis os is 
hopeless ?.  eriainly not!’ So when a man hes 
contrasted plague, why shonld.it be made known 
to him that be is dying ? : 
Thére is one’ more thing I would like to 
mention. Mr. B, Osborse:bas.beem gooil enough 
to point out that the ambulances: are not: com- 
fortably (sic 1) fitted api They are not only 
nucomfortuble, ‘Tho thin covering is good for 
nothing, and is -worse than - useless. ‘When. ® 
patient is removed, say from’ Wanchai, to the 
plague hospital at noon,on a bright, warm day, 
it will take the ooolies at least two hours to 
negotiate the journey. They. brea’ their journey 
as often as they please, and when thoy want to 
yest and cool theniselves, they would leave the 
embulince sud the poor. patient to take care of 
themselves in the broiling saa; with the result 
that the victim arrives at tho - hospital half 
cooked, his temperatute having risem some 
degrees’ en route, It, is satisfactory to note, 
‘however, that new and better smbalances will 
son be substituted, and I hope’ they will be 
fitted with more suitable coverings.

Cameron was tho main man in ‘the victory, for 
ho was really responsible -for two of the’ goals, 
ulthough he only shot one of them direct. At 
half-back the winners were vollectively more 
powetful, although: not one of them was fit 
individually to lace tho boots ot Need- 
hum. The defence of Tottenham’ was really 
superb — although actually no better than 
that of the United, for tho gaint Foulke, tho 
Colossus of football, had no chance whatever of 
parrying the balls which took effect.
